KFLLY CALLS 


At a huge mass rally called by 
the Manhattan Council of the 
National Negro Congress six Imn- 
dred people unanimously edopted 
a resolution demanding an end to 
discrimination in the armeG 
forces. The resolution, addressed 
to the President of the Unit 
States anc other high fovsrn-- 
ment officials, condemed the 
separation of Negro troops from 
white troops, and force ®: ir 
pointed out that the recent ™c- 
brealcs at Fort Bragg anc cher 
‘military camps are a diincs rece 
sult of the Jim-Crow policies 
which ars destructive to unity 
and high moralc inthe armec 
forces. 


The audience applauded the re- 
marks of outstanding personali-- 
ties who denounced the Fitler- 
like methods that have been used 
to deny the Negro people their 
democratic rignits. Hon. Joseph 
A. Gavagan, Congressman from the 
elst AeDe-, and sponsor of the 
antie-lynch bill, denounced the 
misleaders of the American peoe 
ple, and warned against any 
passivity on the part of the 
Negro people lest they be mis- 
used by self-seeking persons who 
would exploit the Jim = Crow set 
up for their personal gain. Te 
urged the audience to continue 
to fight for the passage of the 
anti-lynch bill and pledged sup- 
port to all activities intended 
to overcome the discrimination 
that stains our nation's honor.

Leaflets were distributed in 
neighborhood concerning the rally and prior thereto

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The leaflet was headed "Unfair Treatment of Negro People is Hinder- 
ing the National War Effort." The sub-heading read "This Rally to Protest local 
and Nationwide Discrimination." The program chairman was WILLIAM OLIVER, member 
of the Steelworkers Union, CIO, and the officers were WALTER: FRISBIE, Secretary- 
treasurer, Indiana State CIO; LOUISE. SADDLER, president of the Rational Negro 
Congress, local branch; JOSEPH BUSH, member of labor committee, NAACP, and BUDDIE 

7 BOYD, air raid warden, 2lst Street area. The leaflet also stated that other 
neighborhood people would speak on the program and during the discussion period 
everyone would be given an opportunity to speak. 


The leaflet set forth that the rally had for its main purpose the 
defeat of Hitlerite discrimination and was based upon the immediate need for 
national unity without which it would be impossible for America and the allied 
nations to prosecute a successful war, This leaflet went on to stress further 
that the discrimination against the negro was dangerous to a united win-the-war 
effort by the people and the racial discrirination ahd Jim Crow as practiced by 
the larger employers, particularly those in defense industries, mst be eliminated.

The meeting was opened by a colored man whose name

eviously been reported. SADDLER stated the meeting was for the purpose 
of discussing inter-racial problems, Red Cross blood bank, treatment of the col- 
ored soldiers in the South and to demand equal rights with the white persons. 
SADDLER then introduced JOE -BUSH, a colored man, who she stated had worked very 
hard for their cause; that he was one of the officials of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People. 


The subject of BUSH's talk was Jim Crow practices, handling of the 
Red Cross blood bank, the inability of the negro to obtain exployment in the de 
fense industries. BUSH dwelt on the above subjects for some leneth and in sum 
ming up he said the colored people must fight in this war for their country, bat 
at the same time they must fight for their rights as well. Their fight in the 
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commnities in which they live must be against Jim Crow practices, racial dis- 
criminatation, the opportunity for jobs. If they did not fight for these 
things while they were fighting this war, then they would be fighting for Hitler, 
ani for the officials of our government who condoned such practices. To fight 
this war without fighting for their rights was to weaken the cause of colored 
people and in place of gaining anything for themselves from this war, they 
would be fighting for the continuance of the very things that America was fight- 
ing Hitler for, to do away with racial discrimination once and for all. BUSH 
likened the cause of the colored people at the present time to the plight of all 
of the colored races in the world who were downtrodden. BUSH told of the 
present uprisings in India, and that the present fight of the Indians for their 
freedom was parallel with the case of the colored people in this country. BUSH 
again called their attention to the blood bank, Jim Crow practices, and the 
other things mentioned previously and said that he was going to make a resolu- 
tion as: 


"Whereas, the things he had just mentioned were against the gen- 
eral welfare of the colored people and be it resolved that now we mst roll up 
our sleeves, one and all, and to take steps to do something about this, to get 
into the fight for the freedom of the colored people.® 


He suggested that each and every one should write to the Presi- 
dent, their Congressman, Governor of the State, the hayor of the City, and all 
the politieians they could think of to bring an end to this discrimination. 


BUSH then introdiced LOUISE SADDLER. Her speech in substance 
was upon the freedom of the colored people. She said "The Civil War was fought 
to break down a racial discrimination between the north and the south. The 
negro supposedly became a free man, but he was not. How could anyone say the 
colored people were free when the country allowed Jim Crow practices, racial 
discriminations, the condition of the colored soldiers, etc." She stated the 
World War #1 was fought for Democracy but how could America say this was a 
democracy as long as the colored people were treated in such an abominable mamer. 
Her interpretation of the word democracy was a place where everyone was treated 
equally the same. The colored man's entry into this war was not to fight for 
democracy as he did not have a democracy, he was fighting for the continuance 
of the government which placed restrictions on him, much in the same manner as 
Hitler had placed restrictions on the peoples of Europe. Any fight made by the 
eres people in this war would not help him, he would be fighting against his 
Ppoop.c. 


JOE BUSH next introduced WALTER FRISBIE, who stated he was secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Council of Industrial Organizations of Indiana. He said 
that in the headlines of the newspapers for that night was the offensive being 
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carried out by the Allies in the Solomon Islands, but this was not the deciding 
factor of this war; on the back pages of this same paper was an account of the 
wonderful struggle being put up by the great arnies of the Soviet Union of 
Russia. Russia is fighting Hitler, one of the greatest living examples of racial 
discrimination today. Russia is fighting for your freedom. Now is the time for 
you to get in the fight and help fight the Jim Crow practices in this city. 
FRISBIE said the CIO had scheduled a convention for the Claypool Hotel in Ind 
fanapolis, but they had refused the colored members admission to this hotel. 

The CIO obtained another place for their convention. Russia is fighting such 
practices and the CIO is also fighting these things and we are going to fight 
harder. 
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FRISBIE referred to the treatment of the negro in the south, both 
civilians and soldiers alike. He stated the reason for this condition in the 
south was due to poll tax. The colored man in the south did not make enough 
money to pay his poll tax and therefore could not vote. Therefore, the eletions 
in the south were controlled by from 6 to 13% of the population by states. This 
minority elected the representatives of all the colored people in the south. The 
white people of the south want to keep the colored man down in the south so they 
will be able to elect their own candidates to office. FPRISEIE referred to the 
operation of the Red Cross blood bank and having two separate centers for white 
and colored blood, when there was absolutely no reason for this, only racial 
discrimination, He stated that the colored people are probably better Americans 
than the white, because they have given their sons to the armed forces, they 
have donated their blood, not with the stipulation that it should be used by the 
colored soldiers alone but for all the soldiers. The colored people have spent 
more money for war bonds, according to their wages, than the white man. Another 
deplorable condition facing the colored people today was the shooting and lynch- 
ings of colored men who were alleged to have raped white women. FRISBIE said 
that he had been in the south and he knew that one of the favorite excuses of 
the white men in the south, when they wanted to shoot a colored man, was to say 
he had raped a white woman. Mot only had the whites in the south shot and 
lynched colored civilians but soldiers as well. 


He stated there had been many cases of beatings and severe in- 

qvrses inflicted on the colored soldiers in the south by the deputy sheriffs. 

eaid these deputy sheriffs were too lazy to go out and do a day's work at any 
thing, and even as law enforcement officers they would not go out and work on 
their own cases. They would just sit back and accuse some colored person of the 
crime and the colored person would be convicted. hot only were the conditions 
in the south against the general welfare of the colored people, but it was against 
the war effort of the United States. FRISBIE stated that no doubt Hitler was 
greatly pleased with the conditions in the south because they had slowed dom 
the war effort by not producing the materials of war for the assistance of the 
Soviet armies who were putting up such a splendid fight for freedom. The Gover 
nors of Alabama and Georgia have even gone so far as to refuse locations or 
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contracts for war materials because they carried the stipulation there should be 
no racial discrimination in the hiring of employees for these different things, 
according to President Roosevelt's proclamation #8802, which proclaimed that any 
Plant having war contracts could not discriminate against the negro in employ- 
ment. The officials of the government who took such attitudes were working for 
Hitler and not for the best interests of the United States. The time has now 
arrived when there will have to be something done to stop such practices. The 
Soviet armies are doing something, the C10 is doing something and will try to do 
more, now it is time for you to do something, the things you should do is write 
your President, Governor, Mayor and all other officials you can think of. They 
mist go to the central blood bank and demand their blood be accepted, they mst 
get together and demand & second front in Russia, not tomorrow, but today. 


At this point a ROY/RADCLIFF, 2101 Boulevard Place, employed by 
the Marion County Highway Depertaent, arose and stated that he had attended 
many such meetings and all the speakers had insisted they should do something, 
but nothing had ever been done as far as he knew. He wanted to do something 
now, there was no need to wait any longer, they should get together a group of 
colored persons and march down to the Claypool Hotel and demand they be allowed 
to enter the hotel as guests and see what happened. Both JOE BUSH and LOUISE 
SADDLER attexpted to hush him up but he insisted the time for taking an active 
hand in such matters was now, just as the speakers had said, and there was no 
need to wait any longer. FRISPIE then arose and stated that now was not the 
time to take such an attitude, however, RADCLIFFE kept insisting they should do 
something now. LOUISE SADDLER took the floor and asked to make a resolution 
which would call for a meeting in the same place every week and to work out a 
Plan for future use. LOUISE also stated the rent for the basement there was $5 
for each night. They took up a collection but before they could get around 
several of the people got up and left the room. The meeting broke up with RAD 
CLIFF insisting they should do something now, even that night. He didn’t care 
what they did as long as he could do something. 
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Another leaflet was distributed by the National Negro Congress 
local branch entitled "Defeat Discrimination." This leaflet announced a meeting 
to be held Wednesday, Aurust 19, 1942, 8:00 p.m. at Trinity Hall, 2ist and 
Boulevard Place. This leaflet again stressed discrimination against the negro 
and Jim Crow, and further sets forth that at the last meeting the people in at- 
tendance decided to "form a people's commnity organization which would TAKE 
ACTION TO DEFEAT THE PERPETRATORS OF DISCRIMINATION who are at this time openly 
fanning the flames of national disunity." 


The leaflet ended with a plea that the people should come out 
and help form the organization which will act at the first meeting on the fol- 
lowing questions: 


1. Demanding the immediate formation of a Fair Employment 
Practices Council to cooperate with President Roosevelt's 
Fair Employment Practices Committee, which was set up to 
discourage discrimination in war industries. 

Getting the mass support of the people behind the organi- 
zation'’s progran. 

Running powerfully and rough-shod, if necessary, over the 
local negro mis-leaders who have consistently "sold out® 
to the strongholds of discrimination. 

Aliying ourselves with the millions of whites in organized 
labor who have already taken up the cudgels against racial

1. The officers shall consist of a national president, five vice-presidents, a

1. The President shall preside over the convention and meetings of the executive 
board, and exercise supervision over the affairs of the organization, He shall 
be responsible, together with the other officers of the executive board, for the 
execution of the program of the organisation, 


&. The Vice-Presidents shall assist the President in the performance of his

duties and shall carry out other responsibilities deemed necessary by the National 


Executive Board, 
3. The National Secretary shall be the chief administrative officer of the organi- 
zation. 
4, The National Secretary shall interpret the meaning of the constitution in 
consultation with the President, and his interpretation shall be subject to the 
review of the executive board. Between sessions of the executive board he shail 
have full power to administer the affairs of the organization and his acts’ shall 
be reported to the executive board for approval between national conventions, 
5, The National Secretary shall make full reports of the administration of his 
office and of the affairs of the organization to the convention, 
6, The National Secretary shall cause to be recorded the proceedings of all con- 
ventions and all sessions of the Executive Board, . He shall have charge of and 
preserve the books, fiies, documents aid effects of the organization. He shall 
surrender all of these properties at the termination of his office, 
76 The Naticnal Treasurer shall have the duty of receiving and disbursing all 
funds of the national organization in a manner prescribed by the National 
Executive Board, keep faithful and proper books of accounts, and make quarterly 
reports to the National Executive Board and to the convention. He shall surrender 
all of these properties and funds at the termination of his office,

8, The finaneial secretary shall assist the treasurer in his duties or perform 
such functions as may be designated by the Executive Board, 

Regional Directors 
9, The regional directors shall work under the supervision of the National 
Executive Board in executing the program of the organization and under the 
supervision, of the National Secretary in administrative affairs, in executing 
the program of the Congress.

ARTICLE VI 

Realizing the responsibility in organizing and fostering the campaign 
for full citizenship, educational opportunities and rights among the youth of 
the Negro people, the National Negro Conzress provides for the following organi- 
zation of youth work as voted by the youth session in convention, with the view 
of effecting close cooperation between the National Negro Congress and the Youth 
Council. 
l. That the Youth Council and the National Negro Congress be continued and 
strengthened, as an agency for rallying Negro youth to the struggle for jobs, . 
democratic rights® and peace, 
2. That the specific functions of the youth council be: (a) to organize young 
people into the National Negro Congress; (b) to stimlate the de velopment of 
youth organization and activity in local communities throughout the country. 
3. That the Youth Council should be an autonomous, independent body, emsisting 
of about twonty—five (25) Young people representing the various sections of the 
country. The council should be selccted by the delegates to the Third National 


‘egro Congress on the basis of recommendations to be made by the Youth Session, 


4. There shell be a resident board of the Council, composed of representatives 


of the Northeastern States, . * 


Se The chairman of the Youth Session shall be a member of the Executive Board for 
the execution of the. progran, 
ARTICLE VII 
Duties of the Executive Board 

1. The Executive Board shall enforce the constitution and carry out the instfuc- 
tions of the conventions and betwcen conventions shall have power to direct the 
affairs of the organization. 

2e The Executive Board may establish such departments and create such committees 


as may be necessary to the prosress of the affairs of the organization,

3, The -Executive Board shall have full power to supervise the maintenance of 
financial books and records, the receipt of all funds due the organization, the 
deposit, holding and disbursemant of such funds.

Executive Board shall be decided by a majority vote of its members at a quorum, 
except as otherwise provided in the constitution, , The National Secretary shall 


notify all members at least two weeks prior to the scheduled meeting of the 
Fxecutive Board, Wembers fatting”’to be present at two consecutive meetings with- 


out due and proper excuse shall be automatically dropped from the Executive

6, The Executive Board shall have, the power to file charges and conduct hearings 
on such charges brought by any affiliated body against any officer of the organi- 
zation or other members of the Exequtive Board, on the ground that such person 
is guilty of malfeasance or maladrm4{nistration, and to make to the convention 
recommendations for appropriate acition. The ikecutive Board must serve each 
officer with a copy of the writteen shacnee at a reasonable time before the

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“Why are we here today! To promote and extend unity of action of the Negro 
people together with the young and old, the farmers, the workers, in the common ob- 
jective of putting an end to poverty am the denial of even the simplest democratic

When we speak of this as the Third National Negro Congress we are not for- 
getting that other Negro men and women before us strove to achieve the same unity 
which we seek today. As we look back into our history we remember similar (Congresses 
in 1831, in 1848, in 1856, in 1883 - where Negro men and women as we here today - 
joined in a common cause against racial oppression. The names of Richard Allen, 
Frederick Douglass, Martin Delaney, Mack Henson and a host of others associated with 
these strivings for unity form a rich part of our cultural heritage. Ani it is upon 
the foundation of unity laid by these heroes of our past that we must build today. 
However, victory is within our grasp.

Activities of the National Negro Seeimines heve indicated that 
they contime militant in damand for equality for negroes, and at prec - 
ent are vigorously supporting the war effort. In an articie appearing 
in the Daily Worker under date line of November 18, 1941, it wes stated 
that Brigadier General FREDERICK H. OSBORN, Chief of the War Department's 

rale Division, appeared before the National Megro Congress in an infor- 
mal talk in which be urged unity in all racial and religious groups. 
After General OSBORN's talk, JOHN P. DAVIS, Secretary of the National 
Negro Congress, sumed up the policies of the congress in the light of 
the chanzgsd international situation in his administrative report. 
The report said in part: 


"The Anglo-American mission to the Soviet Union, with the 
practica. consequecces flowing from this mission; the repeal of our 
Neutrelit,, law; the Lend-iease Act; the development of Amoricas's 
military defense prograa; the organisation of the civilian life of 
America asd the cearing of our great industrial machine to the defense 
needs of wur country--are all vital and necessary answers to thc menace 
of the Hitler tyranny which mist have the support of all Americans." 
This attitude has been rather consistently expressed since Russia's 
entry int> the present conflict. 
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It is also noted from several news articies a,pearin,; ir: 
Washarngter. papers that the National hegro Congress has teen sporsor- 
in> the movement to include negroes in the personnel of the Navy, the 
hisane Corps, and tic Coast Guard. iIn this connection, the Negro 
Congress is reported to have sent congratulations to President ROOSE- 
VELT and Secretary of the havy FRANX ENOX on "their boid and patriotic 
action in smashing age-old color restrictions which have preve:ted 
th: megro people from full service in the United States Navy*. 


The most recent activity o. the National Negro Congress is 
based on the refusal of the Capital Transit Company to hire colcred 
stree* ca> conductors or bus operatars. Tne Washington Afro-american, 
urcisr date line of August ¢, 1942, report<d that a delegation represen:- 
iz.g sever. local anc national organizations presented a petition *o E. DP. 
MERAILL, President of the Capital Transit Company, demanding that negries 
be hired, but statcd that MERRILL refused to give more than a flat "ho" 
to their proposal, stating that the public would be irritated by the 
presence of colored street car conductors and bus drivers. The article 
continued to state that the petition presented was approved by scone six 
hundred persons who attended the evening comzunity sing sponsored by 
the Naticnal Negro Congress to buila civilian morale and national unity. 


According to the article, the resolution poi-ted out -.at the 
gaze public which receives colored postmen, policemen, firemen cnc tac 
crivers would welcome skilied and experienced street car conductors anc 
bus operators regardless of race, color, or cz:eed, and that all Aneri- 
cans must be in*e rated intc an all-cut war production. The article 
continued by stating that a Nationa!
